Opposition Warns Coolidge 


Attempt to Boost Prices 


Will Be Opposed

Washington — The Coolidge ad- 


ministration finds itself embarrassed 
by the problem which the oil produc- 
ers have left on its doorstep. The oil 
men would like to have the presi- 
dent's conservation board approve 
steps which may permit them 
to 


regulate production. To do this would 
mean acquiescence'in something the 
anti-trust laws might possibly be 
construed to cover, especially it the 
resultant effect is not liked by the 
consumer. 


And yet the oil industry is in. the 


throes of an economic situation which 
is not unlike that of agriculture — 
namely over-production and a de- 
clining market. The administration 
has refused to approve the measure 
which had for its purpose a stabiliza- 
tion of farm prices by means of an 
equalization fee and the indications 
are that it will similarity decline to 
sanction anl move by the oil pro- 
ducers might have the effect of in- 
creasing prices to the consumers. 


FEAR AUTO OWNERS 


Millions upon millions of automo- 


bile owners, it is recognized are able 
by their voting power to frown con- 
siderably on any effort on the pan of 
the government to boost oil prices. 
The opposition members of congress 
are warning the administration that 
any sanction which leads to a rise in 
oil prices will be fought in congress. 


So what can be done? The oil men 


find themselves in a serious plight 
because more oil is being taken out 
of the ground than is necessary. Also 
the prices being paid for gasoline are 
too low in the sense that they do not 
cover 
the 
transportation 
charges. 


Most people who pay the retail gaso- 
line price do not realize that the big- 
gcfct factor in the price of oil is car- 
rying it from the well to the consum- 
er and that there is little opportunity 
for cutting costs in that direction. The 
overproduction in oil has led to the re- 
duction of the price to a point of dan- 
ger to the oil industry. That is the 
jcason why the producers arc anx- 
ious to prevent an excess of drilling. 
The ^administration would like to see 
then! succeed and probably will not 
scrutinize too closely the arrange- 
ments they may have among them 
selves to refrain from over-produc 
tion. But as for government sanc- 
tion to any plan, the politics of the 
situation would appear to make that 
not only impossible but 
somewhat 


perilous just now. 


There may be a way out in the han- 


dling of the question as intra-state 
instead of interstate. 
If the agree- 


ments among the owners of wells gov- 
ern situations within a state and are 
so worded that they cannot be con- 
nected with interstate commerce, the 
chances arc that the few states which 
have laws relating to the 
subject 


would themselves finfl it inexpedient 
lo prosecute because these very states 
would be interested in a higher return 
from the oil that is sold. 
In other 


words, the producer states where the 
agreements aro made arc likely to be 
in sympathy with curtained produc- 
tion, whereas the 
consumer states 


^x•ould have recourse only through fed- 
eral statutes with which it is sup- 
posed the oil producers will carefully 
avoid conflict.

ing to Police Chief J. J. Monty. Other 
occupants of the Forseth car were 
Martin Stephenson, 
brother of the 


dead man, and John Egland. all of 
Scandinavia. 
Schultz was the sole 


occupant of his machine. 


It is thought that Stephenson at- 


tempted to leave the car when he saw 
that the collision was unavoidable, 
and that his head was crushed when 
the machine toppled into the ditch. 
Other occupants suffered only minor 
injuries, it is reported. 
A coroner's 


jury viewed the body, but did not an- 
nounce its findings, according 
to 


Chief Monty.

Chicago—(/P)— Peoria, III., and In- 


dianapolis, Ind., were hardest hit in 
the latest 
.series of spring 
storms 


which lashed through portions of Il- 
linois and Indiana lato Wednesday. 


Five persons were believed to have 


drowned at Peoria, scores were miss- 
ing and 350 were homeless. Five and 
one-half inches of rain fell between 
2 o'clock Wednesday morning and 5:30 
Wednesday afternoon, flooding down- 
tcwn streets and basements, tieing 
up railroad automobile and street car 
traffic and sending Farm creek out of 
its banks. 


Government boats wero sent into 


the lowlands of east Peoria to rescue 
families driven from their homes by 
the rising creek. 


Newspaper reporters 
who toured 


the area brought estimates to Feorla 
early Thursday of a possible death list 
of five to fifteen in east Peoria and 
Pekin, while police checked up on a 
number of missing persons. 


HEAVY HAIL FALLS 


The rain at Peoria and surrounding 


territory was accompanied by a heavy 
fall of hail which shattered thousands 
of windows. Damage was estimated 
at nearly $"50,000. Between 200 and 
300 homes were destroyed, several 
buildings were wrecked, a dozen larg- 
er buildings unroofed, and badly crip- 
pled 
transportation and 
telegraph 


communication was toll of the storm 
which struck Indianapolis and vicin- 
ity. Six of the injured are in a crit- 
ical condition. 


STORM IS GENERAL 


The storm was general over the 


central part of the state, sweeping in 
from Terre Haute on the west and 
reaching to Richmond on the east. 


Three trainmen were killed when a 


big four freight crashed into a creek 
near La Fontaine, Ind., the bridge 
having been swept away by flood wa- 
ters. The engine and six cars piled 
into the water. 


Lightning struck the Hartaburg, 


III., community high school stunning 
four teachers and 50 students. 


Chanute flying field at Kantoul, 111., 


felt the fury of the storm. 
Several 


hangars were demolished, small build- 
ings were blown down and the main 
hall was damaged.

Maurice Oscar Louis Mouvet at IS 


became a dancer and his grace won 
him prominence. He danced i.i Paris 
Vienna and Monte Carlo in 1311 he 
returned to Xcw York with Madclaidc. 
a French dancer, as his partner. Their 
success was immediate. 


But Madclaidc married. Marriage 


of his partners was the bane of 
Maurice's life. Four feminine part- 
ners deserted him for the alter and 
he lost a fifth through 
differences.

J:as restored the topography of the 
upper Gros Vcntrc river valley to a 
semblance of its original appearance 
at a cost of eight lives, it was re- 
vealed Thursday as flood waters, re- 
leased by a "slide" dam, continued to 
menace several communities. 


The "slide," dam. created 
when 


Sheep mountain shifted several feet in 
June , 1923, to bend an avalanche 
of rocks, dirt and trees across the 
Gros Ventre river, collapsed Wednes- 
day to send a wall of water down the 
sparsely settled 
valley. 
The lake 


created by the natural dam held ap- 
proximately 100,000 acre feet of water. 


Kelly, little northwestern Wyoming 


community, where about 73 persons 
lived, was inundated virtually without 
warning. Several persons drowned. 


The death list stood at eight and oth- 
ers were missing. 


Continuing its race down the valley, 


tho flood struck Wilson. 23 miles be- 
low Kelly, within two hours. 


As the water rushed into the Snake 


river at its junction with the Gros 
Venire, near Wilson, warnings were 
issued to farmers for more than 100 
miles along the twisting valley. As the 
torrent passed into Idaho, it main- 
tained a head of nearly ten feet. 


Telephone communication to tho up- 


per Snake River valley was crippled 
and only meager reports were avail- 
able as to the damage to several vil- 
lages. Only a church and a store were 
reported undamaged at Kelly.

Scores of Telephone Opera- 


tors Kept Busy Warning of 
Approaching Waters 


New Orleans —(XP)— Residents of 


the vast west Atchafalaya basin were 
gathering their possessions Thursday 
and fleeing from their homes because 
of'ominous flood warnings issued by 
federal weather "authorities' and John 
M. Parker, state relief director. Their 
homes are from 100 to 150 miles 
northwest of New Orleans. 


Mr. Parker had a score of telephone 


operators at work, urging the inhabi- 
tants to get out of the path of the 
spreading waters. His instructions 
were obeyed by residents of 27 towns, 
none of which had a population of 
more than 500. 


"Waters from the Bayou Des Glais- 


es levee breaks and the Atchafalaya 
river at Melville have converged, 40 
miles below Bayou DCS Glaises, form- 
ing a lake 250 miles long and from 15 
to 100 miles wide. 


PARISHES FLOODED 


A sudden inundation of an addi- 


tion portion of St. Landry parish, 
sending several feet of water into 
Beggs, Garland, Dubisson, "Whiteville 
and into the 
country surrounding 


Bunkic, was reported. More than 
5.000 persons were estimated to be in 
the inundated territory. Cars on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad line arc 
carrying them to safety. 


The facilities of the refugee camp 


at Opelousas became overtaxed Wed- 
nesday and a new camp was estab- 
lished at Eunice, 18 miles away. Four 
thousand refugees have been register- 
ed at Opelousas. 


Rescue workers at Cpclousas were 


kept busy Wednesday 
night and 


Thursday answering a steady stream 
of calls for help which came from 
inundated sections.

ing with him Bertaud and G. M. Bel- 
lanca, designer 
of the plane. 
He 


identified • Bertaud 
in his statement 


as "formerly navigator of the plane 
Columbia." 


"Tichenor came as 
peace-maker, 


and Bellanca was neutral," he said. 
"Bertaud repudiated statements at- 
tributed to him in the press and at- 
tempted to conciliate me, but I told 
him he was definitely out. 


"He offered to withdraw the Injunc-

The report of the committee shows 


that the Appleton State bank paid the 
city $25,897.80 in the six years of the 
illegal tax. This amount plus interest 
would total about $30,000. The income 
tax during the same time would have 
amounted to $9,557.37 but the bank 
could not be forced to pay this, the 
committee believed. The amount paid 
by the Outagamie bank in that time 
was $5,716.57 with interest of about 
.1.000. The income tax on this bank 
would have totaled $329.23. 


Appleton is the first city in the 


state, it is believed to have affected 
settlement with any banks oil the 
tax rebate The first settlement was 
made with the First Trust Company 
and the First National bank for ap- 
proximately $90,000 on a claim which 
totaled more than $180,000. 


The Citizen's Kational bank is the 


only institution which still holds a 
claim against the city. The record 
shows that this bank paid the city 
$51,316 in the- six years of the il- 
legal tax. Interest, during

ENFORCING THE PROHIBITION 


LAW 


In a lengthy article in the Oshkosh 


Daily Northwestern, F. B. Keefe, dis- 
trict attorney of Winncbago county re- 
peats in substance his remarks before 
the state district attorneys' convention at 
Green Bay last week, in which he scored 
District Attorney Raymond E. Evrard 
of Brown county for saying that it was 
virtually impossible to enforce the prohi- 
bition law in counties where the majority 
did not want it enforced. He calls this at- 
titude "highly dangerous, and out of 
harmony with the spirit of the constitu- 
tion.'' 


Aside from the propriety of berating 


with some heat the opinion of his host 
and presumably of his host's county, 
there is a question whether Mr. Keefe's 
remonstrance adds anything constructive 
to the prohibition question or to law en- 
forcement. While condemning statements 
characterizing the law as unenforceable, 
he frankly stated that in his own county 
he had made no attempt to prosecute 
makers or sellers of beer and wine. 


On the other hand, Mr. Evrard's plain 


talk, in which he called a spade a spade, 
and voiced without hesitancy things 
which heretofore have only been tacitly 
admitted, seemed to meet general approv- 
al among the district attorneys. 
Many 


of them commended his stand and declar- 
ed, in errect. that until they were given a 
workable law they could only present in 
the best manner possible the liquor cases 
of their respective counties, even though 
faced with the practical certainty of an 
acquittal. Condemnation of the employ- 
ment of agencies other than the regular 
!a\v enforcement machinery was unan- 
imous. 


Though Mr. Evrard's remarks may be 


theoretically wrong, few will deny that 
they are practically true. Conversely, Mr. 
Keefe's stand, though doubtless theo- 
retically right, fails to provide for a prac- 
tical application. And the district attor- 
neys, smarting under the rebukes of "dry" 
constituents for failure to perform their 
theoretical duty, %vere quick to welcome 
Mr. Evrard's plain-spoken exposition of 
the practical difficulties in the way. 


The value, if any, in the whole con- 


troversy doubtless lies in bringing an 
opinion as to the workability of prohibi- 
tion from the officers best qualified to 
give it; officers whose integrity as a class 
is scarcely open to question. The belief 
expressed in Green Bay, with Mr. Keefe 
as about the only dissenter, that the pres- 
ent law is unworkable, is worthy of 
thought.

Canker sores (pronounced kankcr) probably oc- 


curred lone before tho Invention of profanity; In- 
deed some authorities suspect canker sores ma> 
have Inspired the man who introduced Kraciotis and 
oh my. This is about the extent of my knowledge 
of the pathology of canker iores. Now I'll add 
few conjectures if J. may. 
I fancy the.'-c cankei 


sores are produced by trauma, if you know what 
that means. The trauma may be from too vigorous 
use of toothbrush from accidchtal biting of tongue 
or cheek, from cxccsMvely hot or cold foods or bev- 
erages or from sonic rough or jagged tooth or den- 
ture. The little injury having been inflicted, trust 
your old tonsils or adenoids or sinus or gums to 
furnish f-omc temporarily disengaged streptococci 
that will gladly attack the Injured mucous mem- 
brane and make the little ulcers a compltcc success, 
Really it is very .simnie.

sores, but 
follow my treatment and you'll weai 


smiles. Once daily just touch each sore with a mix- 
ture of half glycerine and half tincture of iodin (on 
a cotton wrapped toothpick); nml many timos a day, 
especially before and after food, gently rinse the 
mouth with a comfortably warmed solution of one 
teaspoonful of boric acid in one Dint of -uatcr. Of 
course Ipy off the toothbrush and the tooth dope 
while you have canker sores—in fact, if I dared, 
I'd so even further than that. 


Leukoplakia is the imposing name we doctors give 


to white patches in the mouth, caused by tobacco.

FLAG DAY CELEBRATION 


Washington U. C. 
- Flag Day, 


June 14, will be celebrated more ex- 
tensively and more impressively this 
year than ever before if plans now 
going forward are realized. This will 


the 150th anniversary of the birth 


of the Stars and Stripes and it is re- 
garded as especially fitting that it 
be the occasion for elaborate patri- 
munity in the United States, 
munity in the United State. 


George B. Lockwood of this city, 


editor of the National Republic, init- 
iated the movement anc. h; says that 
hundreds of inquiries have been re- 
ceived as to the best methods for or- 
ganizing and holding such 
celebra- 


tions. In many com. .unities sunrise 
meetings vrlil be held, he says in oth- 
ers, there will be parades of school 
children, and in some, general patri- 
otic parades. 


"No community in 
the 
United 


States should permit June 14 to pass 
without a patriotic celebration worthy 
of the great occasion," says Mr. 
Lockwood. "Kverywhere 
especially, 


there should be a general display of 
tho flag, in honor of the day when 
the Continental Congress adopted the 
Stars and Stripes as the flag of the 
free." 


Fifty years ago the centennial an- 


niversary of the flag was. fittingly ob- 
served in the larger cities of the coun- 
try. Upon request from "Washington, 
all public buildings floated the flag on 
that day. In Philadelphia there were 
exercises in Independence Hall and 
at the old home of Betsy Eoss, where 
the first flag was constructed. In 
Boston, the feature of the celebration 
was a display of the original Fort 
McHenry flag which inspired Francis 
Scott Key to write the "Star Spang- 
led Banner" and in other cities there 
verc impressive expressions of the 
sentiment that attaches to the na- 
tional colors. 
NATIONAL MOVEMENT STARTED 


All this led shortly to the move- 


ment to have June 14 made an annal 
and national holiday, or at least to 
bring about its appropriate observ- 
ance "throughout the country. Dr. B. 
J. Cigrand, then a teacher in Frcdon- 
ia, "VVisc., was one of the leaders of 
this movement and exploited the idea 
in numerous newspaper and maga- 
zine articles Later ho was active in 
the formation of an Illinois flag-day 
association and then 
the president 


and guiding' spirit of a national or- 
ganization. For some time in Illin- 
ois, and notably ir Chicago, the third 
Saturday in June was observed 
as 


Flag Day. but after 
the National 


Flag Day Society was formed Juno 14 
was generally celebrated. 


George Ealch, a teacher in a free 


kindergarten in New Tork City, Col. 
George A. Cantine, A. Cantme, a Civ- 
il "War veteran of Newburg, N. T., 
and Le Roy Van Horn, a Chicago G. 
A. R. member, were other 
leaders 


vho contributed much toward bring- 
ing about general observance of the 
American flag's natal day. 


At the celebration held in' this city 


in 1314 President 
Woodrow "Wilson 


made a statement as to what the flag 
stands for that became doubly signifi- 
cant in the light of events that fol- 
lowed speedily — the European war 
and this nation's participation in the 
world conflagration. 


This flag for the future is meant 


to stand for the just use of undis- 
puted national power," he said. "No 
nation is ever going to doubt our 
power to assert its rights, and we 
should lay it to heart that no nation 
shall ever henceforth doubt oar pur- 
pose to put it to the highest uses to 
which a great emblem of justice and 
government can be put. 


"It is henceforth to stand for self- 


possession for dignity for the asser- 
tion of the right of one nation 
to 


servo the other nations of-the world 
—an emblem that will not condescend 
to be used for the purposes of ag- 
gression 
and 
self-aggranuizement; 


that is too great to be debased by 
selfishness; that has vindicated its 
right to be honored by all nations of 
the world and feared by none who do 
righteousness." 


Two years later President "VVilson 


issued a proclamation calling for a 
nation-wide Flag 
Day observance, 


and within the next twelve-month the 
momentous decision told been reach- 
ed that was to take the American 
flag to Europe as the inspiration of 
American fighting men, there never 
to be lowered in defeat nor even soil- 
ed by the stigma of a :ctrcat. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE FLAG 
In 1S50 the English poet. Martin 


Tuppcr, bupgcstcd that the American 
flag with its stripes and -stars was 
evolved from the Washington coat- 
of-arms, and that idea was widely ac- 
cepted. However, research haa shown 
tha*. the stripes as well as the stars 
were to be found in colonial and con- 
tinental 
"Washinj 
ing of the country of which he was 
to be come the father.

Known as the Grand Union flag, 


that standard was raised by Wash- 
ington at Cambridge on January 2, 
1776. 
But it was not :ong before it 


was decided that there was no occas- 
ion longer to manifest a semblance of 
loyalty to England, t,o a new flag was 
in order. Congress then created a new 
committee, composed of Washington, 
Robert Morris, and CoL George Ross, 
to devise a flag for the United States 
of North America, an 
with the aid 


of Betsy Ross the committee 
after 


iJany months brought forth the Stars 
and Stripes which was approved by 
Congresu on June 14, 1777. 


The new flag was not used immedi- 


ately, however, and tha 
Continental 


forces fought under the old Grand 
Union flag until August 2, following, 
when a hurriedly improvised Stars 
and Stripes was unfurled over Fort 
Schuyler at Rome, N. Y. 


The resolution adopted by Congrcr:; 


In approving the new flag Saturday 
June 14, i'tll, read: "Ilusolvcd tnut 
the flag of the United States be 13 
stripes alternate red and white, that 
the Union be 13 stars white in a blue 
iield representing a new 
constella- 
tion." 


In 1795 Congress decreed that the 


flag should consist of 15 stripes, al- 
ternate red and white, with the union 
of 15 white stars in a blue field, but 
in 1818 a third law enacted which 
provided for a flag of 13 stripes, with 
20 -stars in the union and a new star 
to be added upon tho admission" of 
each new State.

New Rule Which Caused 


Big Furor Will Not Be 


Invoked For Two Years 


Ruling Body Gives Coaches 


and Others Chance to Study 
Matter for a Year 


New York—(XP)—Tho recent action 


of the joint basketball rules commit- 
tee, limiting the use of the dribble. 
has been rescinded flr.d the dribble 
•will remain 
in status quo for the 


1927-'2S season. 


This announcement was made "Wed- 


nesday by John Brown. Jr., a member 
of the committee, after a mail vote 
conducted by its chairman, L. TV. St. 
John, director of athletics 
at 
Ohio 


State university, among the twenty 
members of the committee. 


The committee adopted the dribble 


rule, generally recognized as one of 
the most 
drastic bits of basketball 


legislation in the same's history, on 
April 9. 
Announcement of the rule 


was followed by a nation wide con- 
troversy among coaches, players, of- 
ficials and others. 
The rule would 


have limited the dribble to a single 
bound, -whereas the number of bounds, 
previously was unlimited. 


Recognizing the difficulty 
involved 


In putting the rule into force immedi- 
ately, the committee decided to defer 
the change until its meeting in April, 
192S, 
and urged players, coaches, offi- 


cials and other assoicated 
with the 


game to make a thorough study in 
the meantime in order that sugges- 
tions might be brought before 
the 


-meeting next year. 


FAVOR CHANGE 


"The rules committee believes that 


limitation of the dribble is a neces- 
sary step in the best interest of bas- 
ketball," Mr. Brown 
said, "but 
it 


deems it expedient that the proposed 
change be held off for another year. 
so that suggestions for the limitation 
may come at the proper time through 
the basketball rules revision commit- 
tee."

Aldermen Discuss Appropria- 


tion of $750 to Pay Band 
Expenses 


Kaukautxi—lrrco public band con- 


certs were practically 
assured tho 


people of Kaukauna at tho adjourned 
meeting of tho city council Wednes- 
day evening in tho municipal admin- 
istration building. Mayor W. Sullivan 
appointed a committee of three con- 
sisting of Otto M. Ludtke. Edward 
Bay and W. II. Copi> to confer with 
tho officers of the Kaukauna Moose 
band. This committee was instruct 
cd to enter into an agreement with 
the band concerning tho number of 
concerts and the time. The band has 
asked S750 for 10 public concerts. It 
was suggested at the council meeting 
that two concerts be held each month, 
ono on each side of the river.

1C it is not 
approved the House and Senate ap 
point confreres who meet to reach an 
agreement on the bill.

an election, each party holds a cau 
cits and nominates men for various of- 
fices from speaker to clerk. The party 
•\vluch has tho majority takes the of- 
fices.

several unofficial groups are formed 
and many of these ar<i more powerful 
than tho regular committees.

steering committee is the most pow- 
erful, of these, representing the ad 
ministration in power. It Is the voice 
and leader of the administration. Any 
bill it disapproves is killed.
